REPORT 


OF THE 


NUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


FELLOW Cirizens: In presenting to you your annual report, 
your committee feels considerable satisfaction in the success of 
the schools in general, for the past year. ‘To be sure, there were 
a few that did not quite reach the average, but as the teachers 
gain experience, we shall expect better results. Of the eighteen 
teachers employed during the year, three were males and fifteen 
females. Five of these had never taught ; ten reside in our own 
town, and will, we think, compare favorably with an equal number 
in any of the adjoining towns. Only one teacher from out of 
town can be called a rival to ours. It we have those in town who 
are as good, or better teachers than others, why not encourage 
and assist them? You will remember that we have urged upon you 
the necessity of cooperation of teachers and parents, and we feel 
it our duty to urge it more strongly than ever. If we wish to 
equal other towns, we must see to the education of our youth. 
The age of ignorant action has, for the most part, passed away, 
and an age of intelligent thought opens before us. Which will you 
choose for you and yours? ‘The ways are plain. If we sow the 
seeds of jealousy and negligence in the young minds, the harvest 
is almost sure to follow. Your committee has made forty-eight 
visits besides several calls, and spent considerable time in the ex- 
amination of teachers, besides making the report of the schools. 
We can truly say that we take great interest in the education of 
our youth, and look hopefully forward to the time when our town 
shall stand among the first, not in wealth only, but in knowledge, 
industry and temperance. 
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TO ‘TEACHERS. 

Only four registers had been returned when this report was 
commenced. ‘This makes it very inconvenient in reporting. Ab- 
sence of order is one of the most frequent causes of failures in 
teaching. A school cannot be called perfect where there is 
whispering nearly all the time. A few rules are necessary, and 
when these rules are given, the slightest deviation should not be 
allowed. If the scholars see that they can trifle with your authori- 
ty, you may be sure that they will doit. ‘The pupils in our 
schools must be compelled to submit to constituted authority, and 
the teacher’s authority is as positive and as clearly defined in his 
particular field as that of any officer in the commonwealth.” 
Many seem to think that education consists in being able to an- 
swer numerous questions. ‘This is beneficial if not carried too far- 
To have a child read and spell five minutes and answer questions 
ten, is unreasonable. Education does not consist so much in 
storing the mind, as in drawing out and developing, as the word 
signifies. 

YO PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEES. 

There is one law which is not heeded at all by prudential com- 
mittees. It is as follows: ‘‘ Every teacher, at the close of his 
school, and at the end of each term thereof sza// make a return 
of the register or record to the school committee of the town: 
who shall give to him a certificate thereof; and oe /eacher shall re_ 
ceive payment for his services, until such certificate is produced 
and delivered to the prudential committee.” The registers are 
kept until it is almost impossible to make a report, as the law re- 
quires. ‘The registers were incorrect in District No. 1, fall term, 
5 and 10, summer term, and 13. ‘Those in numbers 2 and 11 
have not been returned. 


SPECIAL REPORT. 
NO. I. 


The summer term was instructed by Miss Clara M. Farnum. 
The school was a success in every respect. We think that no 
school, with any interest, can help succeeding with such a teacher 
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as Miss Farnum. She still retains the place given her by the re- 
port of last year, and it is hoped that her services may be ob- 
tained in the future. The fall term was taught by Mr. Henry F. 
Titus. The order was not as good as could be desired. He 
tried to learn the scholars, and met with a fair degree of success. 
A few terms of schooling would be beneficial. 


Pu) ares 


The teacher of both terms, Miss Belle B. Barney, came without 
any experience. ‘The order was imperfect, and great progress was 
not expected. We were not informed of the close of the fall 
term. and it was visited but once. 


NO. 3. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Stella L. Collins. She 
was a good teacher, and succeeded admirably. ‘This was her first 
term. The fall term was taught by Miss Ella M. Pillsbury. She 
is a very nice teacher for a small school. 


NO. 4. 
Miss Martha J. Walker instructed this small school. ‘The child- 


ren were very fond of her, and learned well. ‘The committee 
could have made no better choice for the school. 


NO. 5. 


Miss Katie Fowler had charge of both terms. She is energetic 
herself, and has a faculty of interesting her scholars. 


NO. 6. 


The summer term was instructed by Miss Nan A. Keniston. 
She entered the school with the determination to succeed, and did 
succeed. The fall term was taught by Mrs. Elzira A. Downes. 
She is a teacher of considerable experience, and would have 
made a larger school successful. 


NO. 7. 


‘There was only one term of eight weeks, which was taught by 
Mr. Fred S. Langley. He is a good teacher, but did not meet 
with as good success here as in District No. 1o. 
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i No. 8. 


There were three terms in this district. The first was taught by 
Miss Lizzie Brooks. She would doubtless do better in a smaller 
school. The other terms were taught by Miss Clara A. Ross. We 
consider Miss Ross to be as good a teacher as any in town, with 
one exception, and it might be difficult to decide which is the 
best in the same school. We think there should be a male 
teacher in this district in the winter, as some of the scholars are of 
the right age to think themselves a little smarter than anyone else, 
and they want a little teaching. 


. NO. Q. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Cora I. Sargent. ‘This 
school is composed of small scholars, none being over eleven, 
The examination was satisfactory. The fall term was instructed by 
Miss Clara M. Farnum, with her usual success. 


NO. EO: 


The summer term was taught by Miss M. Imogene Langley. 
This was her first school. A little more decision would have been 
better for this school. The fall term was taught by Mr. F. S. 
Langley. He was just the teacher for the place. ‘This was the 
first term that we have seen the school under discipline. 


INO FeLi 


The summer term was instructed by Miss Alice M. Currier. 
She taught a very good school. The winter term was taught by 
Mr. George Durgin. The order was imperfect, and there ap- 
peared to be a lack of thoroughness in most studies. ‘The classes 
in geography were very good. ‘This was his first term. 


NG) ee 


There was only one term. Miss Emma L. Collins had charge of. 


this. In no school have we seen the principles better explained 
than here.

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NO. 13. 


Miss Addie E. Fisher had charge of the one term here. Very 
good progress was made in most of the studies. With a little 
more experience and study, she will be able to do better.
